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Coffee County to construct & operate landfill

The action taken in the Coffee 
County Commission’s special meet- 
ing last Thursday evening (April 29) 
surprised many of those present. 

In a split vote of 4 to 3, the com- 
mission voted to go ahead with the 
construction of a landfill in Coffee 
County. 

Voting for the measure were: 
Commission Chairman Robert Ste- 
phens, Commissioners Sid Averett, 
Jack Hanson and Lawrence Creel. 
Opposing the motion were: Commis- 
sioners Wendell Black, Bernest 
Brooks and Bill Faulk. 

On February 9, Coffee County 
was issucd the state's first permit by 
ADEM (Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management) to build a 
Subtitle D regional (multicounty) 
landfill. The application process, 
from land acquisition, testing and de- 
sign to final approval, has taken 
more than three years. 

The landfill, or rather the site of 
the landfill, has been the topic of 
much discussion and controversy. 
An organization known as Con- 
cerned Citizens of Coffee County 
was formed by citizens to wage a 
campaign against the construction 
of a regional landfill at the proposed 
location. 

The landfill construction site is 


located on AL Highway 125 north- 
cast of Elba in the Whitewater Com- 
munity. The land is near the White- 
water Creek, 

In Thursday evening’s mecting, 
the motion was made by Stephens 
that the county construct and operate 
a Subtitle D landfill. His motion stip- 
ulated that the Coffee County Com- 
mission have total control of the 
landfill and its operation. The mo- 
tion was second by Commissioner 
Averett, 

Prior to making his motion, Ste- 
phens told those present, “All along 
I have been for taking our garbage 
out of the county.” 

He continued, “If I could have 
gotten four votes to do so, I would 
have brought it up, but I couldn’t get 
the votes. Tonight, I am prepared to 
bite the bullet and get this thing 
moving before the deadline passes 
and we have no options at all.” 

The deadline set by the federal 
government for all solid waste to be 
disposed of in a Subtitle D landfill is 
October 9, 1993. 

After passing the motion to con- 
struct the landfill, the commission 
gave its approval to authorize the 
sale of $2 million in bonds to fund 
the project. 

Commissioner Black was the lone 
dissenting vote on approving the 
bond issue. Black represents the dis- 
trict in which the landfill will be 
constructed. 


“Only time will tell if the com- 
mission made the right decision to 
proceed with the landfill construc- 
tion,” said Black. 

Commissioner Faulk, although he 
opposed the county owning and op- 
erating the landfill, voted for the is- 
suing of the bonds to construct the 
facility. Faulk seemed to favor the 
formation of a Coffee County Land- 
fill Authority to oversee the con- 
oe and operation of the land- 
ill. 

The purpose of the Thursday 
mecting was to hear from the munic- 
ipal officials from Elba, Enterprise, 
New Brockton and Kinston. 

They were invited to attend and 
have input into the commission’s de- 
cision as to whether or not the 
county would construct a landfill. 

Some of those present voiced 
their opinion that the landfill should 
be constructed and its operation gov- 
erned by a landfill authority. The au- 
thority would have been made up of 
representatives from the county and 
municipalities within the county.

“Garbage is something that we're 
not ever going to be able to com- 
pletely do away with,” Holley said. 

Enterprise Councilman Al Miller 
commented after the meeting that he 
was pleased with the commission's 
decision to go ahead with the con- 
Struction of the landfill. He feels the 
landfill will take care of the county’s 
solid waste for several years. 

No decision was made in Thurs- 
day’s meeting concerning the matter 
of other counties or municipalities 
outside Coffee County using the 
landfill. However, there was refer- 
ence made to placing a 400 ton per 
day limit on the amount of garbage 
that would be placed in the landfill. 

Mark Pool, Coffee County’s engi- 
neer, will have the task of construct- 
ing the facility. 

Pool said, “I was shocked and 
caught off guard by the commis- 
sion's decision in to go ahead with 
the landfill.” 

He stated that he was not pre- 
pared to begin work on the landfill 
immediately. 

“Work on the landfill t may not

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New Brockton Council vote employees a raise

New Brockton’s council meeting 
lasted a litle longer than usual Mon- 
day evening. 

The mecting agenda was rather 
short, but periods of discussion were 
lengthy. It appeared the meeting was 
coming to a conclusion shortly after 
8 p.m., when the topic of raises came 
before the council. 

At what seemed to be the conclu- 
sion of the night’s meeting, Mayor 
Kathryn Holley was polling council 
members for any matters they 
wished to bring before the council. 

Councilman Clinton Marler rec- 
ommended to the council that a 
part-time employce of the street de- 
partment be dismissed. 

He told council members that this 
was a cost-saving measure and that 
the employee had served the town 
well. He further asked that if this 
measure did not work out that the 
employee be rehired or given first 
chance at the job. The council ap- 
proved the measure. 

After the council’s approval of 
Marler’s recommendation he then 
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made a motion to give a SO¢ per 
hour raise to a fulltime street depart- 
ment employee. This motion lin- 
gered before the council for quite a 
while before dying without a second. 

Council members discussed Marl- 
er’s motion at length even though it 
received no second. They all agreed 
that they would like to give the em- 
ployee in question a raise, but they 
Stated that if funds were available to 
give any raises at all, they would like 
to spread it out among all the town’s 
employees. 

Members of the council voiced 
their concern that all the town's em- 
ployees were underpaid. 

Marler repeatedly asked that the 
matter be dropped after his motion 
failed, but other council members re- 
fused to do so. 

After about forty-five minutes of 
discussion, a motion was made by 
Councilman Robert Miles that all the 
town’s hourly employces be given a 
10¢ per hour raise. This involves 
nine (9) employees. The pay raise 
will amount to approximately 
$144.00 per month increase in the 
town’s payroll.

proved monthly bills totaling 
$7.961.16. 

The council also approved paying 
Police Chief Charles Driggers’ ex- 
penses to attend a 3-day police 
chief’s conference in Gulf Shores, 
Alabama on May 26, 27 & 28. 

Another matter concerning the 
chief of police was approved by 
council members. They adopted a 
vacation and sick-leave recommend- 
ed by the mayor after rescarching the 
matter with other towns. 

The policy allows the chief to re- 
ceive compensation time (comp 
time) after he has worked more than 
42 hours in a week. The taking of 
comp time will be at the discretion 
of the mayor and/or the police com- 
missioner. 

The chief will receive one week 
(5 days) of paid vacation the first 
year of employment, and two weeks 
(10 days) for each year there after. 
All vacation time not used by the 
chief before December 31 of each 
year will be taken in pay. 

Concerning sick leave, the chief 
was granted five (5S) weeks leave at 
full pay. In the event of an extended 
illness, an additional five weeks of 
leave will be granted at half pay. At 
the end of the ninth week, the coun- 
cil will be called into session for ap- 
proval or denial of any additional 
sick leave pay. 

Sick leave will not be accumulat- 
ed, therefore, it will not be carried 
over from year to year. 

A new ordinance for the control, 
collection, and disposal of garbage 
and trash was adopted by the coun- 
cil. 
The charges for garbage collec- 
tion will be $7.00 per month for resi- 
dences and $11.00 per month for 
businesses. The fee will be payable 
in advance. 

Rubbish (trash) pick-up will cost 
residents $2.00 per month and busi- 
nesses will be charged $5.00 per 
month. This will also be payable in 
advance. If yearly payments are 
made in advance, a discount of 10% 
will be allowed. 

The ordinance states that garbage 
containers will be furnished by the 
garbage collection contractor and 
that all garbage must be placed in 
that container, 

Collection of garbage/trash will 
be made not less than once a week in 
residential sections, and not less 
than twice a week in business sec- 
tion of town. 

Several other stipulations are set 
forth in the ordinance and they may 
be read when the new ordinance is 
posted in city hall, and two other 
public places within the town, 

The new ordinance becomes ef- 
fective on June 4, 1993, 

Before adjourning, the mayor was 
given approval to see that two of the 
town’s ‘Follce cars are repaired, The 
air conditioners and exhaust systems 
on both cars are to be put in working 
order, Cost estimates for the repairs 
was set at $600.00. f 

Councilman Jack Caradine also 
asked for help in securing volunteers 
to work the concession stand at the 
recreation park. He received com- 
mitments from other council mem- 
bers to work and also to help in en- 
listing others to sign up.

Continuing unsolved personnel 
problems are blocking the abilities 
of the Elba elected officials to move 
forward in any unified way with oth- 
er City projects. 

The unresolved matter with for- 
mer police chief Freddie Hanchey is 
the hottest item on the stove at this 
time. 

The city council voted, by a 4-2 
vote, on April 12th to reinstate Han- 
chey. The council voted to pay back 
wages, (less money earned on his 
Present job) and pay all attorney fees : 

. Hanchey had incurred relating to 
the termination effort. Voting not to 
reinstate Hanchey were Mayor 
Ricky Haywood and City Council 
member Earl McCollough. 


The City of Elba does 
not have money in its 
budget to hire Freddie 
Hanchey to our Police De- 
partment, nor do I intend 
to hire him.”’, wrote Hay- 
wood. 


A letter written on April 26 by the 
law firm of Jared and Jared, who 
represent Hanchey, asked seven 
questions concerning the city coun- 
cil’s vote to reinstate Mr. Hanchey. 
It gave the city ten days to respond 
or “Mr. Hanchey will be forced to 
file his claim in federal court ...” 
That ten days expired on Wednesday 
May Sth (yesterday). 

At press time Tuesday, there was 
no scheduled special meeting of the 
city council to address the questions 
in the letter, which was actually ad- 
dressed to City Attorney Mark Vau- 
gnan. Vaughan has been out of town 

or several days and unavailable for 
comment. 

Copies of the letter were mailed 
to the five council members, Mayor 
Ricky Haywood and the insurance 
adjustors for the city’s insurance car- 
rier, Gay & Taylor, Inc. 

Haywood responded to the letter 
with a letter of response on April 
27th in which he wrote, “The City of 
Elba does not have money in its bud- 
get to hire Freddie Hanchey to our 
Police Department, nor do I intend

Hanchey matter unresolved 


to hire him.” 

Backing up Haywood’s claim of 
the city not having money to hire 
Hanchey is the six month financial 
statement released at the last council 
meeting. It showed the police de- 
partment salaries were almost 
$24,000 over budget. 

However the argument by Han- 
chey’s attorneys is that the former 
chief is still officially a city em- 
ployee and is due back pay and a job 
with the department. 

Haywood sent copies of his letter 
to all receiving the April 26th letter 
plus Attorneys Bill Stokes and G., A. 
Lindsey. 

The letter from the Jared firm 
asked: 


1. Who will Mr. Hanchey 
answer to in the Police De- 
partment? 

2. Will his retirement be re- 
instated and no loss of time of 
same due to his being wrong- 
fully fired by the Mayor? 


3. Will his seniority remain 
the same? 


4. What will his rank be? 


5. What assurance will he 
have as to his job security? 


6. Is there any offer of a cash 


settlement? 


7. Will the City pay for the 
court reporter and furnish Mr. 
Hanchey with a copy of the 
hearing? 

The letter from Jared & Jared 


“This matter has gone 
on entirely to long for 
both the City and Mr. 
Hanchey. Our client 
would like to get on with 
his job and put this matter 
behind him...” Jared & 
Jared wrote. 


‘continued: “As you know both the 
Mayor and the acting Chief of Police 
have allegedly stated Mr. Hanchey 
will not work with the Police De- 
partment again ... Without some 
clarification and assurance of job se- 
curity Mr. Hanchey cannot accept 
this offer only to be fired again im- 
mediately by the Mayor or acting

Dorsey Trailers & IAM members 
sign a 3-year labor agreement 


Dorsey Trailers, Inc. and the In- 
ternational Association of Machinist 
and Aerospace Workers (I.A.M.) Lo- 
cal Lodge #1769 have reached a 
three year labor agreement. 

Covered under the contract are 
850 bargaining unit employees for 
the company’s Elba, Alabama trailer 
manufacturing plant. 

Doug Allgood, Elba Vice Presi- 
dent General Manager, indicates the 
agreement, reached after four weeks 
of intensive negotiations, includes a 
$1.00 per hour increase in wages. 

An immediate $.35 per hour in- 
crease followed by a $.33 per hour 
increase May 1994, and a $.32 per 
hour increase May 1995. 

Mr. Allgood also indicated im- 
provements were made in the em- 
ployee group medical insurance pro- 


gram. 

He stated, “Reaching this agree- 
ment is a compliment to all the peo- 
ple involved, including all employ- 
ees who participated in the process. 

“There are a lot of tough issues 
facing our industry today. By suc- 
cessfully working our way through 
Our Own issues, we are confident that 
we are prepared as a team to remain 
focused on our customer’s needs.” 

Dorsey Trailers, Inc., one of the 
nation’s leading over-the-road trailer 
manufacturers, is currently produc- 
ing 41 units per day in the Elba facil- 
ity. 

A second Dorsey Trailers’ plant 
is located in Northumberland, Penn- 
sylvania, Corporate offices are locat- 
ed in Auanta, Georgia.

near Brundidge and we sure need to watch that our river system is protect- 
ed and doesn’t in fact become polluted from these two new dumping sites. 
The amazing thing about the Pike County site is that none of our Coffee 
County folks were complaining about that project, even though any drain- 
age from it will come right through Coffee County!

Alabama's Irony 

Webster's Dictionary defines "Iro- 
ny" as, "Incongruity between the ac- 
tual result of a sequence of events 
and the normal of expected result." 

With this definition in mind, let's 
evaluate how "Alabama's Irony" be- 
came the title of this writing, 

On April 22, 1993 a Montgomery 
County District Court jury found Al- 
abama's Governor Guy Hunt guilty 
of spending his campaign contribu- 
tions for personal matters.

Monday’s meeting was more or 
less routine.

News not good on Mulberry paving project

The Elba City Council heard a 
discouraging report on the progress 
of the paving project in Mulberry 
Heights. 

This paving project began last fall 
and delays due to rainy weather have 
caused problems for the city and an- 
guish among the residents on those 
streets. Many citizens report mounds 
of mud being tracked onto the car- 
pets in their homes during the past 
eight months. Others tell of having 
been stuck in the mud and/or dam- 
age to their automobiles because of 
the construction delays. 

At least two contract extensions 
were agreed upon by city officials 
because of the adverse weather con- 
ditions during the winter months. 
This work is being funded with fed- 
eral grants. In addition to the im- 


mediate problems of the residents on 
the streets involved, applying for 
other grants cannot be done until this 
project is completed,

told the council an effort was made

last week to move forward with the 
project when the contractor put a 
coating of tar on “a couple of 
streets.” Then a shower of rain 
caused them to stop again. Monday 
of this week when they attempted to 
restart the paving, it was discovered 


that water just below the surface, 
was working back to the top, thus 
preventing any more paving. This is 
described as reacting like a wick on 
an old kerosene lamp and was hap- 
ping on all the streets in the project, 
including those coated last week. 

Clark said he was planning a 
meeting with the engineer this week 
to determine the next step. He said it 
is possible that new base material 
will have to be hauled in if the work 
is ever to be completed. The en- 
gineer will have to make that de- 
cision however. 

A close reading of the paving 
contract will be necessary to de- 
termine exactly who will pay the 
cost of replacing the base material, 
according to Clark. 

“There is no need to put down as- 
phalt if it is going to be torn up in a 
few months because of poor basing,” 
Clark explained,

cash flow problem when school 
Starts.”

“After a frantic first two weeks 
into the project, which began in mid- 
January, we developed a system Co- 
ordinating between the consultants, 
clerk's office, conwactors, home- 
owners, code enforcement officer, 
street department, and Mayor Hol- 
ley.”

He said there was no 
way to be totally specific on “gang 
related” and that is why the policy is 
worded the way it is. 

Pearce pointed out that the de- 
cision making process was at the ad- 
ministrative level. He said they 
didn’t want the teacher to have to 
make the decision, but wanted them 
aware of the situations and to be able 
to discuss it with the administration.
